PARLIAMENTARY. 



Alter a couple of weeks spent in dealing 
with preliminaries ami formalities lite vote 
on ilie reply to the Address given on Friday 
last, lias, lot us hope, brought that portion of 
the proceedings to a conclusion, Iloneelor- 
wurd the public expect that the attention ol 
the different members will bo given towards 
fulfilling llic pledges with which neatly all 
were so lavish on the, cvo of their election. 
Kor each and every one cf the present House 
must remember that tho promises made by 
him are regarded by the colony as something 
more than ninro stopping stones to the halls 
of Assembly. They cannot bo considered us 
anything short of those obligations which 
every man of honor is bound by. Il is in this 
light the electors regard litem; and they would 
be unmindful of their true interests if they 
failed to visit with their condemnation any at- 
tempt on the part of their representatives to 
shirk tho duties which they have voluntarily 
assumed. Taking it for granted that the 
members are willing to perform their engage- 
ments to the very letter, we expect in this 
parliament to see no very small addition to 
the statute hooks of this colony. In order 
however to proceed with tome degree of con- 
fidence and intelligence in tho arduous and 
important duty they will have to perform, 
it will be ixcessury for tho members of the 
House to take stock — if ive may use Buch 
an expression — and find out exactly how the 
country stands. Many reasons render such 
u course in the highest degrco imperative ut 
the present juncture. Not to speak of the 
accession of new members to whom as a mat- 
ter of course some at least of the alhiirs they 
will have to deal with may not he as iatni - 
liar as to those who have had a longer oppor- 
tunity for becoming acquainted with them. 
Wo nre on the eve of an entrance into a new 
order of things. 

Important changes have occurred sinco the 
old parliament was resolved lo ils original 
clemeut, and these changes are not completed 
yet, It will require therefore tho most en- 
lightened exercise of judgment on the part of 
our new House to deal with tho various mat- 
ters that may como before it in such a man- 
ner us best to serve the inlerupts of tho 
colony. This it can never expect to do 
unless it has a thorough comprehension 
of what has been already done ; what rela- 
tions are existing between the Colony and 
the Home Government, what, in short, is ibe 
whole and actual condition of the political 
affairs of the country for which our Parlia- 
ment has lo legislate. Such being the case, 
wo ure glad to observe at this early stage of 
the real work of the session, notices of motion 
by Messrs. Young, DeCosmos, and Trimble, 
respectively, for the appointment of a com- 
mittee lo enquire into the accounts of the 
colony : for returns of all correspondence be- 
tween Her Majesty's Government and His 
Excellency on tho subject of the Executive 
Council for this colony ; and for a committee 
to investigate the present condition of the 
Crown Lands of the colony, with reference 
to the proposition, in the despatch recently 
laid beforo the House, of the Colonial Secre- 
tary as to handing over the Crown Lands to 
our Legislature. Upon all three of these 
suhjcels it is in the highest degree ticccssary 
that the House should havo the fullest infor- 
mation that it may govern itself accordingly 
iu its deliberations. 

THE NEW SHUSWAP DIGGINGS. 



Ever since tho great expense attendant 
upon opening and working the generality of 
claims in Cariboo lias come to bo properly 
understood, we havo no end of regrets at 
the want of good shallow diggings in British 
Columbia, Before the country has been 
half explored people have commenced to 
jump at the conclusion that it is useless to 
expect such good fortune, But what do we 
find? — simply that we are only beginning to 
know tho resources of the country in that 
respect. A few days ago we had to chronicle 
interesting news from the Bridgo River 
mines, and now we have discoveries in on 
entirely opposite direction. About the head- 
waters of the south branch of the Thompson 
River in tho district known ns the Shuswap 
country, havo by all accounts found some 
excellent diggings of the shallow class. 
This information wc believe to bo reliable. 
The locality wherein they are reported to 
exist is just tho kind were one would natu- 
rally be disposed to look for something of 
tho kind. The mountains, forming the 
watershed between the Thompson and the 
Columbia, are evidently an extension of the 
gold-bearing hills of Cariboo, and like th"m 
might be expected to abound in auriferous 
streams. A more general and thorough 
prospecting of that country would, no doubt, 
prove the existence of paying diggings at 
intervals along the whole range to the very 
Boundary Line. Should such turn out to bo 
tho ease, the very best results may be ex - 
pected from them as contributing lo the set- 
tlement of the numerous fertile valleys in 
which that portion of tho colony abounds.

From Fort Ruport. 

The Hudson liny Company's steamer 
Oltcr, Captain Swanson, arrived yesterday 
from Fort Kupert, which placo she left on 
Wednesday Inst. 

The steamer Laboucliere was awaiting the 
arrivul of the Otter at Fort Rupert, and hav- 
ing receive d on board the goods taken up by 
thet Olter, would start northward to resume 
her trndinp; operations. She had boon so far 
tolerably successful, and had everywhere 
found the natives peaceably disposed. 

A serious firo had occurred in the Indian 
camp at b'ort Ruport, which, although it 
only extended to throe or lour houses, was at- 
tended with lo3s ol life and tho destruction of 
considerable property belonging to the natives. 
The following account of the catastropho is 
given by an eye-witness : 

" Wo had a groat fire here the other day in 
the camp. Fum Indian houses were burnt to 
tho ground. A woman carelessly loft a small 
lamp burning close to her bed side, and fell 
asleop, it caught one of the mats aud set the 
whole place in a bhuo. The poor girl was 
locked up in her shanty bysouie young fellow 
who was jealous of her. She got most 
terribly burnt before slio escaped, and after 
lingering four days died. A great deal ol 
property was consumed, on a rough calcula- 
tion, 2,000 blankets wero des'r >ycd." 

We learn that the file at one time threat- 
ened the destruction of the Fort itself, and 
Mr. OomptOU and the men belonging to the 
Fort weffl untiring in their exertions to ex- 
tinguish tho flames. Mrs. Compton is also 
unit! to have acted with great presence of 
mind, and Uapt. Lewis and tho Officers of 
the Labouchera were on the spot and rendered 
valuable aid. 

The Beaver was still surveying on the op- 
posite coast. They had visited Fort Rupert 
a few days before, and were all well. 

The Indians were everywhere reported 
quiet. 

The weather during this trip of tho Otter 
bad been beautiful until within the last three 
days, when it commenced to blow a gale 
from south-east with rain. 

A small schooner, supposed to bo the 
Nonpareil, was sighted in Johnson Straits. 

COM AX 

The Otter on her return called in nt Cn- 
max. Mr. MoTnvisu and Oapt. Swanson 
went on shore and visited ono of the settlers 
who seemed happy and content, having a 
wife and a group of olive branches to cheer 
his rustic board. The only matter of com- 
plaint, mid one in which the settlers unite in 
raising a cry *f discontent, is the total ab- 
sence of all communication with the civilized 
world. They express a hope (and we trust 
not an unfounded one) that the new Legisla- 
ture will deal with this serious grievance, 
and cabsidize a steamer or regular packet be- 
fore the utter isolation of their position drives 
tbeiu from their newly adopted homes. 



Strang,!-: Death. — A Norwegian, Mar- 
tin Hanson, mot his death while en- 
gaged digging a well at Myers place, on 
Lopez -Island, on the 5th inst. Th fi 
uight before lie had reached a depth of 7^ 
feet, and when he came to the surface re- 
marked a singular smell below. Nest morn- 
ing at 5 o'clool; ho resumed work, and while 
being lowered, when about half-way down, 
again spoke of the same smell, but persisted 
in going on. AVhen near tho bottom, ho fell 
from tho bucket apparently asleep, his breath 
iog oould bo heard for several hours, like 
snoring. A Mr. Nels'n went below 7 times 
to his assistance, and succeeded in getting a 
rope around his body, but lo;t it, being 
hauled each time to the surface senseless or 
rather asleep. Information being brought to 
this post, Captain liisscli sont a deUiil of men 
to assist in recovering tho body, which rhey 
succeeded in doing by moans of hooks. The 
body was brought up about o'clock the 
morning of tho Cth, having been 29J hours 
in the well. At lirst it 'vns stiff and much 
discolored, but soon after washing and rub- 
bing resumed its natural color and appear- 
ance, looking exactly as if it was asleep, 
it also became quite toft, and when rubbed, 
warm. Another .singular thing, an accidental 
cut in the face bled quite freely 2 or 3 hours. 
A light would not burn deeper than -1 to G 
foot. 

New Cormt Mine. — The Otter brings in- 
telligence of tho discovery of a rich vein of 
copper ore on Oviedo Island, some thirty 
miles north of Nana! mo, by Captain Stewart, 
an old resident of tho latter place. The vein 
was first discovered by an Indian, who made 
it known to Captain S., by whom it was pros 
peeled. It is eighteen inches thick, appar- 
ently increasing in width as it goes down, 
and consists of tho variety known as " pea- 
cock ore," of which it is thought to be a very 
rich specimen, containing probably seventy- 
five per cent, of metal. Capt. Stewart started 
for A r ictoria on Friday morning lust in a 
large canoe, manned by tlydah Indians, bring- 
ing -with him about half a ton of the oro to 
be assayed, and should have arrived here be- 
fore the Olter, tint has doubtless been de- 
tained by tho southeast winds, which have 
prevailed for the last two or three days. 
Considerable excitement existed in Nnnaimo 
in consequence of the discovery. — [Since the 
above was in tyye, we havo ascertained that 
Capt. Stewart is in Victoria. — Ed.] 

FAltMtxa at Cowiciian. — We are in receipt 
of two more communications, one from 
" Blister" and tho other from " Agri Horli- 
oolo," on the subject of the controversy 
which has been waging between tho latter 
and the settlers on the South side of Cow- 
iciian Ray : but our correspondents must 
pardon ns if wo suppress their letters 
on the grounds that wa do not see what ber.c- 
lit the public will derive from a further 
Continuance of tho warfare.

— This new 
boat, which was successfully launched nt 
Fort Ludlow on Thursday, has had hor ma 
oh'uiory fitted, and may be expectod to visit 
this port on Tuesday. 

— Wo regret to 
learn that a lilllo daughter of Mr. Thomas 
McGoffy, of Narialmo, fell into a tub-well 
last week at Nanaimo and was drowned 
before assistance arrived.

An injunction 
had been laid upon this claim, but it was 
thought that permission would bo obtained 
from the Gold Commissioner to work it. 

Trade was quiet, though stacks on the 
creeks were not largo. Considerable sup- 
plies were on the way. I'r'ces remained 
unchanged. 

It was estimated that from GOO to 1000 
men intended to winter on the creek. 

The weather had latterly, with tho excep- 
tion ol two or three days rain, been line. The 
nights were cold aud frosty. 

Sickness was rather prevalent. Two per- 
sons, whose name our informant did not 
learn, had died. 

Judge Begbie and Commissioner O'Reilly 
were on the creek ; the former was holding 
court. 

Rather a novel feature in the shape of a 
prize fight between two Cornishmen, took 
place on the 31st u!t. -Viler thirteen rounds 
the sponge was thrown up and the whisky 
bottle passed. Tho combatants thereupon 
shook hands and became the best of friends. 
OTHER CREEKS. 

There was nothing neiv to roport from the 
other creeks. 

GOLD ESCORT. 

Mr. Edgar met the F.scort on Monday last 
about four miles above Clinton. They de- 
serve credit, ho adds, for the capture ol the 
stolen horse (clsowhere mentioned.) The 
thieves were only caught by smart riding. 
Tho white man who was captured hud a hard 
ruffianly appearance, sufficient to induce any 
man who might meet him on a solitary road 
to give him a wide berth. 

EXPRESS LOST. 

Some excitement was caused by the cir- 
cumstance of the Yale Express having been 
lost overboard in an attempt to place it on 
hoard the steamor Reliance, on Friday last. 
Tho steamer, it would seem, left tho wharf 
without the Express ISag, and the agent put 
oif with it in a canoe, but while handing it 
up, by sotno misfortune the bag dropped into 
the river. The river at that particular point 
is 30 feet deep, and it was believed that tho 
bag would bo recovered. The amount of 
treasure it contained is not at present ascer- 
tained, but it is thought to bo small. 

PEACE RIVER. 

Me Bride, with an exploring party from 
Peace River, wero met at the month id' 
Qiiesnelle, having just returned from l'eaee 
River, where they said they could find dig- 
gings varying from $4 to 610 per day, but it 
was by no means a desirable country to re- 
main in, nnd mostly all tho prospectors 
were leaving it. 

I1KNTINCK ARM ROUTE. 

Mr. Edgar met Poole and Ionian's train of 
Cayoosh horses not far from Beaver Pass. 
They had come through from Bentiuck Arm 
in 32 days. The animals were in good con- 
dition,

COLUMBIAN." 

On arriving et Hope, where the steamer 
made a pause of half an hour, we were 
greeted with the cheering news of fresh gold 
discoveries in that great district lying to the 
south, and of which that town constitutes t':o 
natural outlet. Not only did we hear tho 
news, lint wo saw the gold, some 6300 in the 
hands of Mr. Landvoigt, and a bagful in tho 
possession of the proprietors ol the Feasor 
River Hotel. The gold is somewhat coarser 
than that obtained from Hill's Par, and was 
saved without the use ol quicksilver ; but 
doubtless Ihe finer dust had escaped for lack 
of the assistance of that metal. These dig- 
gings are situated in what is known as the 
Shuswnp country, on a creel; emptying into 
the head-waters of the Thompson, and wero 
recently struck. They pay variously from 
610 to as high as $40 a day to the rocker. 
'I wo Indians in four days took out §110, nnd 
the whites with better management made a 
much higher average. There is no doubt of 
the truth of this report as it bus received full 
confirmation. 

We found tho feeling in Hope quite buoy- 
mil on account of those diocoveiies ; and well 
it might bo. for once it becomes known abroad 
that extensive diggings ol so rich u character 
exist in that fine district, a large population 
will very quickly flow in, ns it is not only 
more accessible and inexpensive than Cari- 
boo, but' what is of even greater importance, 
it does not require a small firtune to reuch 
a big one, us it is now pretty well ascer- 
tained to be the caso in what is accounted 
the HI Dorado of British Columbia. If, then, 
these diggings are what there is now little 
room to doubt, Hope, will retrieve itself aud 
no long»r linger ou the brink id' despair, as 
has been the case for the last three or four 
years. 

ONE OK THE VILLAINS CAtlOHT. 

(lood news, too, awaited us on our arrival 
here (Yale.) One of tho villains concerned in 
tho murder of poor Clogg, if not the veritable 
scoundrel who perpetrated the brutal act, wus 
secured on Sunday last at Cornwall's ranch, 
on the Bonaparte. A drover came across 
him while looking after his stock, and, pro- 
curing assistance, hunted him down and 
lodged him in jail at Lilloout, Upon his 
person was found Clegg's revolver, upon 
which his name was found cugraved, His 
comrade is wounded and is still boliovcd to 
be hovering about that part of tho country, 
where there is littlo doubt but be will be 
captured, us the Indians as well as whites are 
on the watch, [f both these men are secured 
aud their deserts meted out of them, the 
lesson will bo a valuable and salutary one to 
all ol their ilk. 

THE SUSPENSION I1RIDOB. 

This noble structure, which does credit at 
once to the Government, tho contractor and 
the engineer, and is to bo opened formally on 
Monday, was inspected by Lieut. Palmar, 
11. E., and accepted on behall of the Govern- 
ment on Saturday last. A four-horso team 
with a load of three tons weight was driven 
over as a sort of test, both Licnt. Palmer and 
Mr. Hallidie taking observations, but the de- 
flection was inappreciable, not amounting to 
one-font th of an inch.

CONSECRATION Or THE JEWISH 
SYNAGOGUE. 



Yesterday afternoon the handsomo edifice 
on Cormorant street, erected by our fellow- 
townsmen of the Jowish faith, for the cele- 
bration of Divine service iu conformity with 
tho ritual of the Hebrew Church, was solemnly 
• tmsecraled in the presence of the Congrega^ 
tiou Emanu-Elnnd a largo concourse of citi- 
zens, who thronged the building and evinced 
the deepest interest iu the ceremony. 

The following was the order of service ob 
served on the occasion. Tho choir, under tho 
leadership ol Professor St. Clair, rendered the 
chants with groat effect. At the termination 
of the proceedings Dr, Cohen dolivered an 
impressive sermon. 

ORDER OF SERVICE. 

The Minister, with assistants bearing Ihe 
scrolls of the Laws, knocks at the entrance 
door of the Synngoguo three times, saying — 
Open for mo tho gates of Righteousness that 
I may enter through them to praise the Lord; 
as this is tho gale into which the righteous 
shall enter. 

On entering the Synagogue, the Reader 
and Choir wiil say— Illu«ed he ho who com- 
eth in tho Name of the Lord; We bless you 
from the Huuso ot the Lord. 

Reader— How awful is this place; it is 
none other than the House of God, and this 
is the gato of Ilea ven. (Repeated by Choir.) 

[During tho repetition, the Scrolls of the 
Laws are carried around the Synagogue 
three times, and then placed iu tho Ark ] 

Reader— And when the Ark set forward, 
Moses said — 

Ohoir answers — Arise, O ! Lord, and 
scatter Thy enemies, and cause those that 
hate Thee to Hoc before Thee, 

Reader— For frum Won shall tho law go 
forth, and the Word of the Lord from Jerusa- 
lem. 

Choir answers— Blessed be lie who hath 
given the Law to His people Israel iu His 
Holiness. 

[The Reader advances to the Ark nnd 
takes out the Scrolls, ono of which ho places 
iu the hands ot tho Minister, and retains ona 
himself.] Saying — 

Hear, O ! Israel, tho Lord our God, tho 
Lord is one. ( Repeated by Choir.) 

Reader— Our God is one; our Lord is 
rcat, holy, and tremendous is His mime. 
(Choir repeats.) 

Deader — O, magnify the Lord with inn, 
and let us together extol His namo. 

Choir— Thine, O Lord ! are the greatness, 
power and glory : victory and majesty, for ail 
that is in the heaven and in the earth is 
I'hine : Thine is the kingdom, O Lord I and 
Thou art exalted as supreme above all: extol 
ye the Loid, our God, and bow down at His 
footstool, for He is holy. Extol ye the Lord 
our God, and worship at His holy mount, for 
tho Lord our God is holy. 

The scroll is taken to tiio reader's desk and 
the minister and assistants chant Psalms, 
Nos: 20, 30, 122, l~i and 20. 

Reader chants prayer iu Hebrew. 
Minister oilers a prayer for tho Royal 
Family aud a prayer for the reposo of the 
late Prince Consort. 

Reader— Let them praise tho namo of the 
Lord, for His name aldno is exulted. 

Choir— His glory is above the earth and 
the heavens ; Ho will also exalt the horn of 
His people ; a praisu id all saints, even tho 
Children ol Israel ; a people near unto Him. 
Hallelujah. 

Tho Reader then takes tho Scroll to the 
Ark during which tho Choir sings Psalm 21. 

A sermon bv the Rev. Dr. Cohen iu 
English. 
" Hallelujah " by the Choir. 
Benediction.

Yesteiday a man answering to the descrip- 
tion of one of the murderers of poor Clegg 
was escortod into town. Every one turned 
out to view the animal. 

He was apprehended about 14 miles from 
Kam loops, having been first seen by Mr. 
Handcock ami Sir. Ponohin, who wore on 
some business tour. 'Plic y mentioned their 
suspicious to Mr. Win. I'. Murphy, a catllo 
dealer, and he at once arrested him. Mur- 
phy then rode over to Mr. McLeans, and this 
latter gentleman in company with his sons, 
came to the ranch of Mr. Hates, where tho 
prisoner was, nnd proceeded to overhaul his 
pockets, blankets, etc. His pockets were 
Idled with rose bud Cfruil) raw potatoes, and 
such like ; Ihey ulso found a pistol concealed 
on his back, which was immediately recog- 
nized by Mr. Murphy as the one described as 
belonging to pour Clegg. In the evidence 
before tho court, .lodge Elliott on tho bench, 
it was ascertained pretty conclusively that 
the pistol was the ono Mr. Clegg carried, and 
that a Mexican gunsmith in this town could 
identify it by a sight he put on it, made from 
a .Mexican quarter dollar. A letter C. is 
scratched on the handle. 

The man hud in his pockets some trillo in 
gold dust, and forty dollars in coin He may 
he perhaps 20 years of age. As lie sat in the 
dock with bracelets on, it struck me from tho 
facility with which he used his hands to 
knock oil the (lies which swarmed round his 
face, that handcuffs were no "new fashionable 
appendage to his person. He has not a par- 
ticularly hard look, and would not generally 
bo taken for a man who was " on it," having 
more the style of a city thief, although to do 
justice to every man — innocent till proved 
guilty — the best looking would look mean 
in a prisoner's dock. Judge Elliott is wading 
carefully through ttio evidence of witnesses, 
and continues taking further information this 
day. Capt. Taylor, thu principal witness, is 
at Yale, and expected up this week - .

Autumn Till ago. 

Victoria, Sept. 7th, 1863. 

Editor Bnirisir Colonist— Sir :— With 
your permission I will now endeavor to re- 
deem the promise I gavo in my last letter, 
and give you a list of such crops for the 
gardon as are suitable for autumn tillage ; 
and I may bore observe, if my remarks wero 
of any use- or value a week Educe, they are 
doubly so now that wo are likely to be thrown 
upon tho resources of this island for our 
future supplies of consumcablos. I need not, 
therefore, urge on tho attention of the tillers 
ol the soil tho pecuniary advantages they will 
derive from any CAtra exertions they may 
now make for n greatly extended course ol 
cultivation ot such vegetables us ure in gen- 
eral demand. 

The following are somo of the principal 
kinds of vegetables that are likely, with pro 
per caro, to succeed with autumn tillage. 
Success will, however, materially depend on 
tho state of tho soil, more especially on tho 
amount of moisture contained therein ; in- 
deed, without a sufficient amount of that 
essential element has been supplied, either 
naturally or artificially, it will bo a mere 
waste of time and seed to sow or plant any 
crop. In case nature fails to supply iho 
necessary amount, recourse must bo had to 
available substitutes. tho watering-pot 

system is quite ineffectual on a large scale, 
Iho cultivator must louk about for other and 
more effectual means fur supplying i tie wants 
of the soil. 

In the first place ho will naturally avail 
himself of the advantage of running streams 
for tho means of Irrigating his ground ; but as 
running streams are'not at nil of frequont to- 
curenco on this island, he will probably have 
to look for a supply beneath the surface My 
advice, therefore, is sink wells on your ground 
at convenient spots, to depths sufBcicnt to 
securo n constant supply of water, and call to 
your aid your mechanical kuowledgo and 
skill for the erection ot pumps aud wind-mills 
for raising it to tho surface. Tho machinory 
need not at first bo of a very finished descrip- 
tion, arid with proper management tho outlay 
not bo very heavy ; and as Ihe working 
expenses will be simply lor wear and tear, 
this mode of obtaining a good supply of water 
is within tho roach of all who have land, aud 
the benefit resulting to tho crops from its ap- 
plication will repay the owner for his outlay 
tho first season. 

With such effectual means at his command 
the gardener can always make sure of a orop 
of the following plants : 

Cobbage ( Brassica oleracea) lor general 
cultivation, sow at once the Drum-head, 
;u Early York, East Ham, Battcrsea, nnd 
Fielhani j and for pickling, the Red Dutch, 
on good ground, nnd protect from birds. 

Cauliflower (Brassica oleracea, var. bro 
tcptris), thero is but a very slight difference 
between tho sorts of cauliflowers named in 
seedsmens' catalogues ; the early London 
cauliflower is about the best. Sow at mice 
on n rich piece of ground, and protect from 
birds ; another sowing should be made on n 
convenient spot for protection during the 
wintor, by a common garden frame or hand 
lights. 

Carrot [Daunts carota ; for early spring 
uso sow James green top and Eariy Hoen, 
iu an airy spot about tho middle oi end of the 
month. 

Endino ( Cichorium endiira) ; sow at vari- 
ous times from this time to the end id Octo- 
ber, tho green curled and Batavian, and 
transplant the earliest when lit for the opera- 
tion. 

Lettuce (Lacluca saliva) j make various 
sowings to the end of October, well sheltered 
spot, of Drown Dutch and other hardy soils; 
also on a bed of good soil lor protecting dur- 
ing winter, brown and white Cass; these 
will come for planting out iu March. 

Onion (Allium cepa) ; the spring cultiva- 
tion of this useful vegetable on many soils 
has not been attended with very satisfactory 
results, and as tho plant is pretty hardy I 
strongly advise gardeners to sow at onco in 
good soil, well sheltered, a largo breadth ol 
James keeping or egg onion and White 
Spanish, especially thu former kind, it being 
the hardiest ; in the month of March the 
young plants should bo thinned to six or 
eight inches asunder, and a now plantation 
made of the thinnings which it is presumed 
havo been carefully taken up. It will be ad- 
visable to sow a small bed or two lor pro- 
tection during winter that in caso tho weather 
prove too severe lor those in the open ground 
the gardener may have plants to fall back 
upon for transplanting. 

Spinach (Spinacea oleracea) ; two or three 
different sowings should bo made ol this use 
ful vegetable during this and the ensuing 
month in a good piece of ground, well pre- 
pared, should be given it and care taken that 
the young plants aro kept clear of weeds ; 
and "this observation will apply with equal 
forco to all other crops. Spinach will come 
in very uselul for spring use. 

Radi-h (llaphaHiu nations); if sown iu 
November in a well sheltered piece of good 
ground, will stnnd our ordinary winters nnd 
come in for tho market much earlier than 
spring sown crops. In the southwest of 
England largo quantities are sown at this 
season for the market.

Russian Speculations on War with 
England. 

We road in the Moscow Gazette : — All the 
eomineiee of England is on the sea. Thirty 
thousand merchant vessels convey on the 
tho ocean Britistl property wh'Ch Mr. Cobden 
estimates at 100 to 120 million sti lling. The 
course which these ships follow in the At- 
lantic, as well ns on tho Indian Ocean and 
the PuciOc, is so well defined, thanks to the 
indications of Captain Maury, that it.is like 
a high road. That power which, traversing 
these parts, should seize English vessels ap- 
pearing thero would deal a heavy blow at 
British commerce, and this is what our 
Slilors and vessels of war would bo perfectly 
able to do in case of u war with England. A 
vast field for their activity would then be 
open to our vessels without presenting any 
very great dangers. The space is such that 
tha pursuits of an enterprising cruiser 
would not bo very difficult, and a good 
captain could destroy scores of ear- 
goes without having to engage in combat. 

During the war in the East, after the nflnir 
of Petropaulowski, an American merchant 
ship, on its arrival at Shanghai, announced 
that it had been stopped at sea by a Russian 
frigate, and that it was only released in con- 
sequence of its American nationality being 
proved bv the papers on board, The rumor 
of this affair spread in tho commercial 
wo, Id, nud tiio merchants in the Chinese 
ports would only entrust their merchandise to 
American vessels. Dong Kong at onco ex- 
pectod an attack from the Russian fleet . 
Admiral Sir J. Stirling, commanding the 
English naval force in those regions, was un- 
able to coin-ply with all tho demands for es- 
cort which were addressed to him. The 
rumor was, however, false ; there was not 
then a single Russian ship at sea. If a false 
report led to such a panic, what would lie the 
ellect produced by twenty or thirty of our 
cruisers !"
